Necessity of an International Copyright.
Wa are glad to aee that the question of an
International Copyright Iaw is being agitated,
and will probably be brought before Congress
at s coming session. The questionia one
whioh should at once receive attention, and
the Government shonld take immodiate sleps
to protect our authors.

it now does. But to-day the question is one of
both right and polioy.

Stowe has lost §200,0(0 by thiz negleot, and
that 840,000 would not cover the losses of Pros
cott, Motley, and Bancroft. This matter
should receive atteution, and the wrongs of
this most honorable olass of our oitizens be
righted without delay.

R. 8., has communicated to the Chemical
News the results of his analysis of specimens
of blister gteel, which will be examined with
iutercet becnuse analyses of such steel are rare
aud seldom found in chemical works. The
per cent. results are as follows:—Iron, 80.116:
carken, combined, 0.627; graphitio oarbon,
0.102; manganese, 0.120; silicon, 0.031%; sul-
phur, 0.005, No trace of phosphorus was
found, although search was made for it by
geveral different methods.
